With all respect for his vi<;w8 
and opinions I beg leave to differ aod ask for 
apace iii your excellent paper for a brief reply, 
believicig that it is a positive duty of the press 
to discuss the question, because of the too gen* 
eral lavik uf correct knowledge of tbo principle 
itivol/ed and its hearing^ upon industrinl .-itfairH: 
lal)(;)r, capital and trade, home and foreigu. 
Tb^re is a diversity of sentiiiicnt atiion<r tiie 
ma|l8es on the taiitf; a very few favur absolute 
free tiade, others free raw materials only, 
kl^ome are inoderato protectiouistH, i)ut tljo mo- 
chnnii; should favor tho (excluding of every- 
thing j)Ort.sible to lie produced stiocossfully in 
this countiy. I holiove that niius-tontlis of i lio 
workin^nion (»f this city favor |)rotcftioii to 
Ainericau industry us not only the wisest 
policy hut a prinfii>lc founded upon necessity 
aud never safe to almndoii; and all nhould de- 
mand tbo most stringent regulations of immi* 
gration tending to degrade, or in any way 
lower tho American workmen** condition as to 
remuneration and employ inent. Tlie Republican 
platform favors protection to labor as well as 
capital and restriction of pauper eontract and 
Chinese immigration. The Republican party 
is fur protection all the time. Tbo Democratic 
party dare not go before tbe people on a free 
t ratio plank, but after election a portion of its 
members talk revenue reform.

Is it iu any seii^t! i^ood siate-iiKiii'hip 
to let this inlluonce go on iiniiotici'd or uiiop- 
postd^ If the petiple :iie ignorant or unetm- 
eei'iied should they not be enlightened f No 
nation ever iMo.-pored without protection in 
somo form. Duties aro paid chiefly )>y the 
fi>roigQ producers. Under theinnuonce of inven- 
tive skill conditions are rapidly changing, com- 
pelliog each nation to guard its iutereal^ more 
carefully than even before. Under all tho cir- 
cumstances then is it policy for tho mechanic 
to vote with tho party that advocates free 
trade? Kinphatically we think not. Dr. Tay- 
lor says Freo Trade will protect from 
foreign competition the products of Atnorican 
industry. I know that I but utter tho senti- 
ments of a majority of tho mechanics of Mays- 
ville when I say that they would Ut»t support 
eandidates who aro in favor of admitting freo 
of duty such articles as will place ihutn iu ''om- 
pulition with the cheap labo** of Europe. They 
aro men of good sense and no amount of 
sophistry can convince them that they will be 
beiieliitcd by cheapening tho the articles they 
make. Thoir ti'ado is their eutiie eapital and 
the}- ai(! as sensitive! on this subject as th«! 
millionaiie is on the chcipeniiig of money or 
the lessi;[)iiig (»f interest. Do W(! not see most 
of the ii.'ilions of (he world putting up tarilf 
bars todays They art! eoinpiilled lo do this 
in ordei' to «iave their own iiulu>tiics from ruin 
and the lowering of tho workingman's wages. 
Docs this harm labor? Doea it harm other 
nations? No! On tbo contrary, the more 
prosperous and tbe better pay a nation ensures 
to its workmen the better it is for all other 
nations. Of what advantage is a poqr im- 
poverished poopio as neighbors? What kind 
of a market do they provide for the othei- 
nations? A worthless one because tbey aic 
too poor to buy. On the contrary, rich peg- 
pie aro good customers no matter bow much 
they manufacture or raise themselves. They 
are ever wanting and buying more. If tho 
workingmen of this country fail to take a firm 
stand in favor of protection they will commit 
a fatal mistake in my humble opinion. A 
positive proof that they will has been signal- 
led in the defeat of Morrison, of Illinois, and 
tho large decrease of tho vote of dobu Carlisle 
in Kentucky, upon tho Free Trade issue, which 
tends to show the Democratic party that it 
must cease to ehampimi free tratle to be vie- 
toiious, anil (hat the workingtnan must h»ok 
lo (ho lie.|^>ul)lieau party for (lie betteruieut of 
his condition, the party that is the true cham- 
pion of his rights.
